Stand on Doughnut Tires 


Bulletin in Answer to Automotive Daily News Survey 


Declares Super 


Balloons Are the 


“Peepul’ s Cherce” 


Chicago, Nov. 8.—Car factory engineers who oppose the 
new super-balloon, or “doughnut,” type of tire, as reported 


in the Automotive Daily News 


survey Friday, are taking 


the wrong stand, in the opinion of the National Tire Dealers 


Association. An answer to 
bulletin just issued. 
“The public wants the ‘doughnut’ 


tire,” states the national organiza- 
tion representing the tire dealer 
body. “There seems to be no doubt 
of it. 


“Car designers at Detroit have in- 
dulged in a lot of criticism and have 
greeted the ‘doughnut’ tire with 
anything but a friendly attitude, but 
down in their hearts they know that 
the ‘doughnut’ is coming, and they 
have to accept it as a definite de- 
velopment in autcmotive design. 

“Much work will follow in the 
‘doughnut’ train, for its design and 
construction are so different that 
there will be very serious develop- 
ments resulting from its adoption, 
and these developments will be in 
the way of service as well as in the 
way of sales. 

“New cars coming through with 
them and engineered for them will, 
of course, handle them better-than 
cars on which they are replace- 
ments, but in any case the ‘dough- 
nut’ means more frequent Servicing, 
more frequent check-ups and as a 
result more frequent contacts with 
the tire dealer. 

“Within the next few years the 
tire dealer will have a lot to learn 
about wheel alignment. In order 
to meet the questions involved he 
will have to put in a department 
devoted to caster and camber gauges 
and a lot of other equipment nec- 
essary to overcome shimmy, wheel 
fight and shock. Inflation will be 
watched down to the fraction of a 
pound and a lot of old service jacks 
will be replaced by others better 
Suited to the new running gear. 

“The smart tire dealer will watch 
these developments closely, for a lot 
of this work belong primarly to him, 
and to allow other factors to get 
it away from him would be short- 
sighted | to say the least.”

EXTENDED FOR 1933 


Detroit, Nov. 8.—Promotion of the 
| national automobile shows is pro- 
|ceeding this year with greater in- 
tensity than ever before. Alfred 
Reeves, manager of the shows, an- 
nounces that plans have been com- 
pleted for a new style of advertising 
and for special articles and features, 
including color illustrations, in gen- 
eral, class and trade magazines, 

Mr. Reeves also announces that 
greater use will be made of radio in 
promoting the shows. Hotels, res- 
taurants, department stores, rail, 
bus, steamship and transport lines 
and various oil companies are co- 
operating in the distribution and 
display of material calling atten- 
tion to the exhibitions. 

The close co-operation that is 
being given by the hotels is shown 
by the decision of the hostelries in 
the Grand Central district of New 
York to allow lobby exhibits only 
by manufacturers who are showing 
at the Palace. The show manage- 
ment feels that the type of pub- 
licity that will be given the shows 
this year will create a constructive 
atmosphere and will redound to the 
benefit of business in general. 


INTERSTATE WAR 
ON TRUCKS ENDED 


Camden, Nov, 8.— With a truce 
reached between New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania officials on the matter 
of licenses for trucks doing business 
in both states, Judge J. B. Avis of 
the Federal Court has refused to 
enjoin the barring of Pennsylvania 
trucks which did not have New Jer- 
sey licenses. The judge stated that 
since the matter under argument 
had been settled there was no need 
for an injunction, 

The agreement between the offi- 
cials of the two states has resulted 
in the lifting of police control of 
truck movements and several hun- 
dred trucks are again on their way 
to their destinations. 

The controversy was due to a 
claim on the part of Pennsylvania 
that all trucks carrying goods for 
hire be licensed on November 1 
without a property check to deter- 
mine whether they were operating

SEEN AT YOUNGSTOWN 


Youngstown, O., Nov. 8.—Reports 
that automobile steel manufacturers 


are expected to take steel in great- 
er quantities during November con- 
tinue to be the chief bolstering in- 
fluence in Youngstown district 
industrial sentiment. One _ sheet 
plant, idle recently, resumed produc- 
tion November 6, and a _ district 
strip plant has lifted its output. 
Total production of sheets and strip 
in the Youngstown district will be 
greater this week than last. 

Mahoning Valley Steel Company 
placed its sheet plant at Niles, O., 
on a part-time operating basis after 
an idle period of two weeks on ac- 
cumulated orders. 

Youngstown Sheet and Tube Com- 
pany was expected this week to op- 
erate both its sheet plants in the 
Mahoning Valley. Last week output 
from these plants showed a gain in 
output on a greater number of turns 
than were scheduled at the week's 
opening. 

District operations, based on the 
volume o% ingot output, is estimated 
by valley trade authorities at 19% 
per cent., aganist 19 per cent. last 
week and 19 per cent. a month ago. 
The pipe market shows signs of 
tapering and demand for light 
structurals is slightly lower, the 
losses in other departments offset- 
ting the gain in buying in flat steels.

Detroit, Nov. 8.—Reports which have gained currency 
in various parts of the country to the effect that the Ford 


Motor Company was putting 


into effect a plan whereby 


twenty-six assembly plants would be closed and production 
would be concentrated in six seaborad cities, was officially 
denied today by a spokesman for the organization. 


The stories referred to stated¢ 
that the assembly plant at Char- 
lotte, N. C., was being dismantled 
and would be moved to Norfolk, 
Va., while that at Atlanta, Ga., 
would be moved to Jacksonville, 
Fla. 

The spokesman for the Ford 
Motor Company today told a repre- 
sentative of Automotive Daily News 
that while certain assembly plants 
were being closed down temporarily 


to effect manufacturing economies, 
this was not in any way part of a 
concentration plan. 

The plants at Charlotte and St. 
Louis, Mo., and in a few other cities 
are shutting down for the time be- 
ing, but will reopen when conditions 
justify and their productive capa- 
city can again be profitably em- 
ployed.

They took advantage of this op- 
ia leoaar with the result that their 
inventories as of November 1 were 
at about 155,000, according to an 
estimate based on the latest sta- 
tistics available on production and 
sales, 

This compared with an estimate 
of 175,000 cars on hand as of Oc- 
tober 1, a decrease of 20,000 units, 
or 11.4 per cent. Cars in the hands 
of retailers or en route from plants 
as of November 1, 1931, were esti- 
mated at 183,000, the current in- 
ventories being 15 per cent. under 
those of a year ago. 

Dealer holdings now are at the 
lowest point this year and at the 
lowest point in recent years, with 
the exception of December 1, 1931, 
when the total was placed at 151,- 
300. Another reduction in Novem- 
ber, which may not develop, how- 
ever, as the result of the shipment 
of new models, would bring stocks 
to a new low point for a number of 
years. 

As a matter of fact, current stocks 
are estimated in some quarters at not 
more than 150,000, which would be 
the low point since January 1, 1928, 
when Ford was practically out of 
the market. 

Recent advices from Detroit placed 
current Ford stocks of new cars at 
35,000 and Chevrolet at 30,000. :

INDIANAPOLIS CAR 
SALES IN OCTOBER 
AT NEW LOW MARK 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 8.—New 
car registrations hit the lowest 
point in many years when October 
barely topped the 300 mark, falling 
below the bottom established for 
the current depression nearly two 
years ago. The low record of No- 
vember, 1930, had remained un- 
touched until last month's total of 
303 was reached, 

A three-way strangle hold leaned 
heavily against the possibility of 
making even a fair showing during 
the month in automobile sales. 
First, there was the fear and ex- 
citement developing from the elec- 
tion; second, the approach of the 
fall tax-paying date early this 
month, and third, low stocks or ex- 
haustion of current models of new 
cars, 

The latter condition was probably 
more than the other two responsible 
for the extreme low point touched 
by sales, inasmuch as Plymouth and 
De Soto, third and fourth place cars 
of the year in local sales, had few 
if any new cars to offer the buyer 
throughout the month. Even in the 
face of being “sold out,” however, 
they retained their positions in the 
list. Chevrolet also was beginning 
to run short of various models and 
it was said by zone Officials that 
dealer stocks in no case represented 
more than a mere handful of new 
cars as the month ended.

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Rome Lives 


ip the days of the Roman Empire it was the custom of her 

adherents to answer any diatribe on the march of events 
by the simplest statement: “Rome lives.” The meaning was 
obvious that, in spite of mistakes, corruption and enmity, the 
Roman Empire continued to function and would do so in 
spite of any obstacles that might lie in its pathway. 

We might profitably paraphrase the Roman catch- 
phrase and say: “America lives.” But we wonder whether 
the business structure of any other country has to withstand 
the periodic attacks on its prosperity that our own does? 
Surely a presidential campaign, with its doubt and uncer- 
tainty, its charge and countercharge, its threats of approach- 
ing dissolution, is something that no other business system is 
called upon to face once every four years. 

From long experience we know that whatever the news 
to which we wake up on the morning after election, “America 
lives.” Sometimes we pick more wisely than others the party 
and the men who are to rule us for four years, but, in spite 
of mistakes, America has lived. Regardless of party, we still 
go on. It is difficult permanently to hold down a great 
nation of 120,000,000 people in a land with almost unparal- 
leled natural resources. 

The part of wisdom, then, is to accept whatever may 
come politically and tend to our commercial knitting, con- 
scious of the fact that America is going to live and to prosper 
again when we bring back prosperity by our own efforts. 

And while we are on the subject we might note that a 
few weeks after American business has recovered from the 
excitement of the presidential campaign it faces another 
smash on the jaw in the shape of the reassembling of Con- 
gress. In many ways that is worse than any presidential 
campaign. The personnel of the next session is the same as 
that of the late one, which left a record without parallel for 
ineptness. 

But the real thing for all of us to do is to remember 
that, in spite of political and governmental handicaps, 
“America lives” and will continue to function. But the busi- 
ness world would be grateful for a brief period of freedom 
from political fermentation. 


Scented Sales 


We note in a recent issue of a British motoring publi- 
cation that one of the leading London automobile dealers 
uses perfume as a sales argument. This merchant handles a 
well-known line of cars which has a very definite appeal to 
Women owners. Every morning when the showroom is 
opened the interiors of the cars are faintly sprayed with 
expensive perfume. The dealer insists that this has a-defi- 
nite effect and a favorable influence in inducing the fair sex 
to spend its money on his cars. 

Obviously enough, the first reaction that this story 
brings is a mild hilarity, but we wonder. Sales argument is 
built up in many ways. We appeal to the eye with beautiful

tising. Nowadays we supplement eye selling with ear | 
appeals by way of the radio.

We certainly appeal to the sense of touch when we 
invite a prospect to feel the softness and quality of uphol- 
stery or to test the comfort to be found in sinking down into 
deeply stuffed cushions. Why should not a car interior 
delicately scented help create a favorable reaction in the 
feminine prospect?

Millions of dollars in dividends 
have been sacrificed by American 
automobile manufacturers in the 
past three years in maintaining the 
high quality of their products, ac- 
cording to Alvan Macauley, presi- 
dent of the Packard Motor Car 
Company and of the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce. 

The motor car industry has con- 
tinued its engineering progress un- 
interruptedly since 1929 with the 
same vigor it employed prior to this 
period, Mr. Macauley pointed out.

under road conditions, S. P. Marley 
and W. A. Gruse of the Mellon In- 
stitute of Industrial Research, Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh, who directed 
the experiments, found that winter 
manifold temperatures as low as 80} 
degrees Fahrenheit caused low gum 
deposits, while ordinary spring and 
summer temperatures running as 
high as 320 degrees Fahrenheit soon 
clogged the intake valves. 

Three motors were used Two were 
of full normal size and design, one 
being of the valve-in-head type and 
the other L-head. The third was 
designed for laboratory experiments. 

More volatile fuels than those in 
common use are desirable with the | 
cooled manifold, it is asserted, but 
the chemists point out that the new 
anti-knock gasolines show higher 
volatility than ordinary gasolines. 

“It seems that a moderate gum 
content can be tolerated in an en- 
gine if the temperature of the mix- 
ture in the manifold is kept low,”

The question of gum tol- 
erance is significant chiefly because | 
of the steady demand for fuels of | 
better anti-knock value; these can 
be supplied by cracxing, but the 
products are usually difficult to re- 
fine to permanently low gum con- 
tent values. Fortunately armi-knock 
value usually improves somewhat 
as a gasoline is made more volatile. 

“The present work suggests that | 
by lowering intake manifold tem- 
peratures, volatile gasoline of mod- 
erate gum content might perhaps 
be used without serious trouble 
from gum deposits. Such a possi- 
bility should be considered in its re- 
Jation to the application of high 
anti-knock cracked gasolines.” 

During the experiments the three 
motors were run under a constant | 
load of one-third the motor cap- 
acity, it is shown, and the gum de- 
posits in the manifold were meas- 
ured against the mixture tempera- 
ture. 

“The data shows that with a cool 
intake mixture the engine ran about 
50 per cent. longer than with a! 
warm manifold, and that the in- 
taxe deposits were with the cool 
intake only a little more than half | 
as great as with the warm mani-| 
fold,” the report continues. “At 
the same time, the carbon deposit 
inside the engine head was only | 
slightly increased by cooling down | 
the intake. 

“This would suggest that al-|
